Merion Title and 
Buys Y. M. C. A. 



Trust Co.

Its Loss will Probably Result in Erection of 
Long-needed Home for Organizations

The Y. M. C. A. Building, at the 
corner of Haverford ami Forest ave- 
nues, has been sold by tile Directors lo 
the Merion Title ami Trust Company 
of Ardmore. 

The consideration »,is $iSn,Oi)(i. The 
agreement of sale was signed this week, 
although the actual transfer of title 
will probably not be made until spring. 
The building, one of the largest and 
most valuable in the Borough, is locat- 
ed in the very heart of the business 
section. It was constructed in 190.-;, 
and in addition to the building itself, is 
surrounded by an undeveloped lot of 
considerable size, suitable for enlarge- 
ment of the building if such is desired. 
Built as the headquarters of the Y. 
M. C. A., it acted in that capacity for 
twelve years, and at the closing of the 
Association activities became a Com- 
munity Center, which function it hu.i 
served up to the present time. 

During the years of its activity it 
ever presented a problem of financing; 
a cause of worry and anxiety to its 
officers and directors, and a drag on a 
few public-spirited supporters. This 
was mainly because of the lack of a 
general community support, although 
perhaps the small size of Xarberth at 
that . time was a controlling influence. 
Since then Xarberth has practically 
quadrupled its population. It may be 
elso that its limited facilities fell short 
of tLe requirements to make it a 
thorough-going organization. 

Attempted Improvements. 

This latter reason led those interest- 
ed to feel that if additional facilities 
could be provided the problem would 
solve itself; would create the interest 
that would provide the support. In 
an endeavor to follow out such an idea, 
plans were prepared for facilities which 
,i sKottW^hsEa--iiielu<lesU-a*«winHniiig - peol,- 
an auditorium, additional roomB and 
bowling alleys, etc., and a campaign 
for $40,000 was launched in the faJl of 
1919. This, however, was not success- 
ful, as pledges of but $22,000 were se- 
cured. With Such insufficient funds in 
sight, it was decided that work could 
not proceed and the campaign was 
abandoned, the limited Association ac- 
tivities continuing on the then current 
basis. This, however, proved to be in- 
creasingly expensive, and in fact was 
Tunning the expenses up to an average 
of $200 per month in excess of the in- 
come. As this basis obviously could 
not be continued, the Association ceas- 
ed its activities on May 1, 1920. 

Present Position, 

Since' that date, and up to the pres- 
ent time, the Association has been 
covering its overhead and current ob- 
ligations by income derived from 
rentals of its stqre section and the 
other parts of the building. Since tha 
cessation of Association activities the 
rental income of the building has en- 
abled the Association to carry itself 
along on a fairly profitable basis, not 
only caring for all expenses of upkeep, 
etc., but, indeed, permitting slight, 
though gradual and steady, reduction 
in its indebtedness. 

It should not be assumed that tho 
community has derived no benefit from 
the building -since Y. M. C. A. activi- 
ties ceased in it. It has been Nar- 
berth's only community center, and 
while structurally inadequate and de- 
ficient in some of the services usually 
considered essential in a rented build- 
ing, it has steadily served an important 
purpose and has been the gathering 
place of practically all of those social 
and inspirational secular events which 
make community life agreeable. Since 
July, .1921, it also has been the heaa- 
•quarters of the Narberth ^Community 
Library, which in that time has grown 
from nothing to a circulation now run- 
ning at- the rate of over 16,000 books

nucleus of a fund for the buil 
a new structure. 

The plan favored by the directors, 
as will as by many ut' the town's prom 
ineut citizens and organizations, is to 
erect a building, probably on the play- 
ground plot, which shall be the meet 
ing-piace for the different clubs, and 
shall serve the purpose of a community 
center, similar to the function tilled 
liy the present building. 

It is probable that the various bodies 
now working independently for a. build 
ing fund will be invited to pool their 
resources and efforts. The money thus 
obtained will be added to the pro- 
ceeds of the Y. M. C. A. sale, and a 
campaign opened among the residents 
of the town for sufficient additional 
funds to put up a building large 
enough for all purposes, and one of 
which Narberth might well be proud 
A substantial start has been made to- 
ward this contribution fund by a. very 
large donation already received. 

.No definite plans have yet been made. 
The directors of the Y. M. C. A. must 
meet and talk things over, and secure 
an exact record of all funds now avail- 
able before a definite campaign can be 
launched. That will be done during 
the winter months, so that when the 
actual transfer takes place next spring, 
the matter may be brought before the 
public in all its details. 

The Merion Title and Trust Company 
has as yet announced no plans with 
regard to the use oi the new building. 
It is understood that they will move 
their office to the corner, and will make 
extensive changes in the building it- 
self. The necessity for remodeling will, 
of course, bring a serious problem to 
the Library, which, unless serious 
.thought, js. given the ..matter-now, ...j^ii 
be without a home long before a new 
building can be completed. 

This matter of a home for the Li- 
brary is one of the most important 
phases of the whole situation, for while 
the other organizations can wander 
about for their meetings, the Library 
cannot exist without a home. 

The American Legion, Boy Scouts, 
Women 's Community Club, Choral So- 
ciety, and several other bodies are in- 
tensely interested in the new develop- 
ments which will inevitably follow the 
elimination of Xarberth 's community 
center.

The idea that the 
playground would be a fitting place for 
this memorial was well received be- 
cause it has been felt that the children 
of the community should have always 
before them a memorial to those who 
gave up their lives, in. warfare so that 
the thought of war is brought up with 
its cost. 

The Burgess, Mr. Carl Metzger, con- 
gratulated the Legion on the achieve- 
ments of the year with emphasis on 
the Memorial Day parade. He said that 
these affairs are essential to the life of 
a community such as ours.

A most interesting discussion nf the 
conditions in our penitentiaries wa 
heard by the members of the Women's 
Community Club who attended the rcg 
ul.-ir meeting held in the V. M. C. A. 
building last Tuesday afternoon. 

Mrs. A. B. Ross, the president, pi- 
sided, anil after calling for reports 
from the various chairmen, introduced 
the speaker of the afternoon, MUs 
Florence Sanville, Secretary of tie- 
Pennsylvania Boaril on Penal affairs. 
The problem of what is to be done 
with the prisoners when they are lib- 
erated, was the first point she brought 
up, citing the particular ease of a man, 
who, when he had served his term of 
twenty months, was unable, l«ith be 
cau-e of ill health and discouragement, 
to return to his trade. "The assets 
of the vast majority of the men when 
they have served their sentence and are 
ready to face the world," M-ss San- 
ville said, "are ill-health, poverty, and 
discouragement." She also spoke o. 
the pitifully small amount of exerci-e, 
the ill-balanced menus, and emphasized 
the fact that virtually all of them le.-n 1 
idle lives, and that idle prisoners are 
assuredly not good ones. She then out 
lined the two sorts of institutions which 
are maintained, namely the State In- 
stitutions and the county jails. nn< 
spoke seriously of the necessity and 
possibilities of doing away with the 
latter and replacing them with one or 
more State Industrial Farms, where 
work could be carried on by the pri 
soners which would make them better 
able physically and morally return to 
normal life after their sentence had 
been served. 

The deplorable need of a Pennsyl- 
vania State Board of Parole, was an- 
other message coming from Miss San- 
ville, who closed her talk with an ap- 
peal to her hearers to look into the 
Montgomery County jails and see for 
themselves the conditions there whic-li 
are in need of improvement.

.sale of the Y. M. C A. building. 

The tiaiisfer of the property to tin 
Merion Title ami Trust Company is tin 
culmination of niueh thought on the 
part of the Director.- of the Old Asso- 
ciation as to the best course to pursue. 
In July, "Our Town'' published sev- 
eral letters and opened its columns to 
discussion by all the residents as to the 
most satisfactory way of solving the 
question of a permanent home for Nar- 
berth 's organizations. 

The old building-Is not suited for the 
purpose it has been put to since the 
Y. M. C. A. closed its doors. Yet it 
lias served that purpose well, and has 
been Narberth 's Community Center. It- 
loss necessitates immediate considera- 
tion of a comprehensive plan for the 
future. Narberth must have a coin 
unity building adequate for its needs, 
and in keeping with the standing of 
this rapidly growing 1 town. 

One of the ideas which certainly 
should be given serious consideration 
is the binding of the new development 
to two other important matters — the 
Playground and the Memorial. At the 
banquet Monday night the need for the 
Memorial was stressed. It should be 
taken up without delay. 

The people of Narberth have only 
been waiting for a comprehensive anc. 
permanent plan, to come forward und 
back it with their time and money. 
The Memorial idea has constantly been 
in the minds of the residents, and of 
late months, it has been virtually un- 
derstood that the Memorial would be- 
come a part of the Recreation Ceutor 
development. 

We have the ground, we have a go.id 
start towards the necessary funds, and 
we have the background of the idea. 
Let us not allow it to go into obscurity

With this Annual Meeting, the Main 
Line Branch No. 1 American Red Cross 
completes seven years' of active service. 
All of the committees organized since 
the close of the war, as well as those 
still "carrying on" since the organ- 
ization of the Uranch showed increased 
fields of activities with increased re- 
sults. 

The Roll Call, which is the principal 
means of financial support for our 
work, held during the week of Armis- 
tice Day, resulted in a membership of 
,-)(i:i8, with a total of $711:1.10. 

The Junior Red Cross now has a 
membership of 15 15 children enrolled 
from nine schools. lt,s activities in- 
clude the raising of two funds for 
scholarships amounting to $190.00; the 
making of 3.'!0 garments in school sew 
ing classes; the tilling of 17S stockings 
ami supplying toys and gifts to .175 
children at Christmas time. One boys' 
school made 45 toys, in their manual 
training classes, which were given to 
the Bryn Mawr Hospital and the Nar- 
berth Holiday House. 

The Committee on Public Health anci 
Child Welfare maintains three Child 
Welfare Clinics, Bryn Mawr, Ardmore, 
and West Manayunk. 191 clinics were 
held during the past year, 180 new- 
cases added to 750 previously recorded 
with a total attendance of 1:105 chil- 
dren. Of these 4S cases were referred 
to physicians, hospitals, it other or- 
ganizations. 

Toxine Anti-Toxine. as a preventa- 
tive to diphtheria, is being given in the 
clinics with gratifying co-operation from 
the mothers. 

A morning is given each week, for 
two winter months, to the Itnlian Kin- 
dergarten of the Ardmore Women's 
Club, for physical examination of the 
pupils. 

Last spring, the Pennsylvania School 
of Social and Health Work asked that 
their students in Community Nursing 
be allowed two weeks' study of organ- 
ization for field work under the direc- 
tion of our supervisor. The course has 
been successfully worked out through 
the eo-rtperation of the Visiting Nurse 
Society and the State Health Council. 
The growth of the work at the Ard- 
more clinic made the quarters at the 
Health Center rather inadequate, which 
was overcome through the generosity 
of the Autocar Co. on allowing the 
clinic the use of another room. • The 
Autocar ,iCto s ..also. .repainted aajl in 
stalled electricity in the rooms already 
at our disposal. . 

This Committee received' the sum of 
$102'5.00 from interested friends for 
use in the clinics. 

In connection with, the Visiting 
Nurse Society of the Main Line Citi- 
zens' Association, the Branch, pro 
vides for one nurse, in order that the 
Child Welfare Clinics, and the districts 
constituting the Main Line Branch may 
bo covered by her services. 

The Transportation Department has 
assisted greatly with the work of the 
Child Welfare, having enrried: 834 chil- 
dron to 102 of the clinics, a volunteer 
driver having charge of the aihbuli'.ncc 
on each trip. 

Aside from this routine work, the 
ambulance made 31 trips to various 
hospitals and clinics at the request of 
physicians or organizations, and was 
loaned to the Bryn Mawr Hlosriitn' 
while their own ambulance was out of 
use. 

The Department of Sewing finished 
(102 garments for the Chapter during 
the past year. These were made by 
the ladies of the Presbyterian Churches 
of Bryn Mawr and ;Ardmore, by the 
Church of the Good -Shepherd, and by 
groups of ladies iu J Narberth. 

In August, our Disaster Committee 
was called into action by the appeal 
*f rpm the President for ■ relief for the 
.Tapajjie^ .■•Earthquake sufferers. Thrfough 
the Vfofojporation of the local banks, 
Churches and moving picture theatres 
by the placing- of a booth on Jliancas 
ter Ave., Ardmore,' and by a .circular 
letter, the sum of $7537.00 was se 
cured. ■ j 

The Home Service Section,' fne ol 1 
est Of our Departments in point Jbf con- 
tinued service, started .the year "with 
22 ox-service men and their families 
under its care. During the year 29 men 
applied for ndvice or assistance,, mak- 
ing a total of 55 ex-service men and 
their families under the .care of the 
H'onre : B'ervdce Section durjto'jjg-the year.

The Homo 
Service Section hopes that all sacli 
persons will feel free to apply for as 
sistance and advice. 

The work has been enrried on by n 
part time worker and 2 volunteers, giv 
ing 1125 hours of volunteer service. 
This work must continue throughout 
the year, and the Home Service Sec- 
tion is anxious for the interest and 
support of the Community.

Seldom indeed does one have the op- 
portunity of both seeing and hearing 
some of the old violins that have made 
musical history since the early Seven- 
teenth century. Yet that is the treat 
in store for those who attend the next 
monthly meeting of the Ardmore Me- 
lody Club on Monday evening, Novem- 
ber 19th. 

At that time Charlton Lewis Mur- 
phy, managing director of the Phila- 
delphia Musical Academy will bring n 
collection of very rare old violin* 
which ho will describe and upon which 
he will play. In this collection arc 
Stradavarius violins, the old Wienie.v- 
ski and other Guernarius, Amati, Ru- 
geri and other examples of the world's 
most famous violin makers. 

Mr. Murphy will first explain the 
place which these fiddles have held in 
the world's musical history, the rare 
art with which they were made, the 
points which make them superior to 
anything ever made since that time. 
Then he will play upon each of them, 
contrasting the tones of the old mas- 
ters with modern violins of good make. 

Several violins in the collection have 
been used by the greatest violinists of 
all times, used in their recitals in 
Europe and other parts of the world. 
The same tones that held the audiences 
of two centuries ago spell-hound will 
again be heard in Ardmore on Novem- 
ber the 19th. 

The recital will be given in the Aid- 
more Women's Club building at eiadit 
o'clock. Admission, except by guest 
■ r membership ticket will lie seventy- 
live cents. 



STOCK ISSUE. 



An issue of $20,000,000 cumulative 
preferred stock is to be offered the pub- 
lic by the Bell Telephone Company of 
Pennsylvania on November 14, accord- 
ing to an announcement made today.

The prospectus points out that the com- 
pany operates more than 800,000 tele- 
phones in Pennsylvania with a force of 
more than 21,500 employees. There 
are 433 central offices. and more than 
two and a -half million miles of wire in 
the system in Pennsylvania. 

The proceeds of this new stock issue 
will 'be used to retire the indebtedness 
occurred in the construction of exist- 
ing revenue-producing plant and to 
build additional like plant. 

The maximum number of shares 
which may be applied for is twenty, 
that limit being Axed because the com- 
pany desires as many as possible of 
the telephone users of Pennsylvania to 
become stockholders and thus acquire 
a direct financial interest in the com- 
pany. 

Under existing laws dividends on 
this stock will be exempt from the 
normal Federal income tax and the 
stock will be exempt from the present 
Pennsylvania State tax of four mills.
